c. A time line of the event (see time lines, pages 7 thru 9) placed 
the following sequences 

1) The immediate future (next week) shows a rise in "resistance" 
to the event, which then drops suddenly about the middle of February (see 
time line, top of page 8). 

^ During the ord week in March, '89, there are strong feelings 
of "pressure from above" concerning the event. This is followed by a sudden 
"giving in to the pressure" during the last week of March (see time line, 
middle of page 8) . 

->) Nearing the end of April, there is a strong feeling of "rising 
tension" concerning the event (see time line, top of page 9). This tension 
increases until late in the first week of May '89, when the event occurs, 
with an accompanying sudden drop in the tension (see time line, middle of 
page 9). Almost immediately after the event, the tension level suddenly 

rises again, drops some, then continues to rise again in plateaus over a long 
period of time. 


d. A map dowsing session indicated three event-related locations: 

1) A "hot" feeling was noted in open, empty steppes of Russia, 
around the area of 72 degrees N by 90 degrees E. There is virtually no 
popu 1 at i on i n t his area. 

2) The same "hot" feeling was also noted in the Rocky Mountain 
area of North America, around the area of 43 degrees N by 3.15 degrees W. 
This too, appears to be open, empty land, sparsely populated. 

3) The "location of the target site" appeared as a point which 
gave a feeling of very high "resistance", located in the area of Gdansk, 
Poland, at 54 degrees 45 minutes N by 18 degrees 30 minutes E.
